The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to the newly submitter prior art, Laurendeau et al, the reference does not show 
determining an occlusion, nor generating a plurality of appliances based on the 
occlusion that comprises polymeric shells having cavities of wherein cavities of 
successive shells have different geometries to receive and resiliency reposition the 
teeth from one arrangement to a successive arrangement.
